1 . ASSUME ALGIERS EXCELLENT REFS B AND C CROSSED WITH 
REF A. PREPARATIONS YOU ARE MAKING FOR NACC CONFERENCE 
STRIKE US AS RIGHT ON TARGET. PLEASE CONFIRM DATES 

OF CONFERENCE REF B PARA 1: DATES WE HAVE ARE 
MAY 30- JUNE 2. 

2. WE EXPECT TO SEND YOU USUN OFFICER FSO JAY KATZEN. 

HE IS FRENCH-SPEAKING AND PRIMARY NAM ACTION OFFICER 
AT USUN. WE EXPECT THAT MANY OF HIS NAM CONTACTS 
FROM NEW YORK, ESPECIALLY UNGA SESSIONS, WILL BE IN 
ALGIERS FOR THE NACC MEETING. PRESENT PLAN IS FOR HIM 

TO ATTEND PART OF LAST WEEK OF UNCTAD IN NAIROBI (MAY 24- 
28), THEN COME DIRECTLY TO ALGIERS. REF D REPORTS

3. WE HOPE OUTCOME OF THIS REQUEST AND RESISTANCE OF 
OTHER COUNTRIES TO ALGERIAN REGIMENTATION NOTED REF A 
WILL GIVE USUN OFFICER SUFFICIENT OPPORTUNITY TAKE 
ADVANTAGE OF HIS NAM CONTACTS AND EXPERIENCE. DEPT 
AND USUN WILL APPRECIATE EMBASSY'S ASSISTANCE TO USUN 
OFFICER IN DOING THIS. IN PARTICULAR WE HOPE IT MAY 

BE POSSIBLE FOR EMBASSY TO GET HIM INCLUDED IN 
GATHERINGS SUCH AS NAM RECEPTION AT MEETING SITE 
PARA 3 REF B. 
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4. WE HAVE ASKED USIA URGENTLY ABOUT OBTAINING 
CORRESPONDENT TO COVER ALGIERS CONFERENCE REF B. 

GIVEN CONSTRAINTS ON USE OF VOA CORRESPONDENTS. WE 
MAY HAVE TO OBTAIN PERSON ACCREDITABLE AS JOURNALIST 
FROM ANOTHER AREA IN USIA. FRENCH-SPEAKING REQUIREMENT 
NOTED. 
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5. FULL TEXT DRAFT AGENDA SENT ALGIERS IN CLASSIFIED 
POUCH DEPARTING SATURDAY, MAY 15 AND TO OTHER 
ADDRESSEES IN FIRST AVAILABLE CLASSIFIED POUCH. RE 
PARA 5 REF C, EXCLUSION OF ITEM FROM AGENDA MAY INDEED 
BE ADMINISTRATIVE DECISION.OR MAY BE RECOGNITION THAT 
ITEM HAS SUBSTANTIVE MERIT, BUT IS TOO DIVISIVE TO 
RAISE IN MEETING WHICH HAS REAFFIRMATION OF SOLIDARITY 
AS A PRINCIPAL PURPOSE. 

6. EMBASSY WILL NOTE THAT MOST ANNOTATIONS TO AGENDA 
ITEMS (SEE MIDDLE EAST, KOREA IN USUN 2005) PROVIDE 
BIASED ACCOUNT OF HISTORICAL BACKGROUND, BUT DO NOT RPT 
NOT CALL FOR ANY PARTICULAR ACTION BY SUMMIT 
PARTICIPANTS. ALGIERS MEETING WILL PROVIDE FORUM IN 
WHICH WE EXPECT PARTIES INTERESTED IN ITEMS WILL TRY TO 
GET ACTION PROPOSALS ADDED TO AGENDA ANNOTATIONS AND 
HAVE DRAFT RESOLUTIONS ENDORSED FOR PASSAGE AT COLOMBO. 
OUR SPECIFIC INTERESTS IN ALGIERS MEETING THEREFORE 
FOCUS ON THIS PROCESS AS IT AFFECTS ISSUES OF 
PARTICULAR CONCERN TO US: MIDDLE EAST (ESPECIALLY 
ISRAELI SUSPENSION AND ZIONISM-RACISM ISSUE), PUERTO RICO, 
KOREA, PANAMA CANAL, AND ECONOMIC ISSUES. WE ARE 
ESPECIALLY INTERESTED IN WHAT THE DRAFT PROPOSALS LOOK 
LIKE WHEN FIRST SUBMITTED AND HOW THE PROCESS OF 
DISCUSSION OF THESE PROPOSALS GOES. WE WOULD LIKE 

TO KNOW HOW THE NACC BREAKS DOWN INTO DIFFERENT 
GROUPINGS ON THESE ISSUES, WHETHER THERE IS ANY 
CONCERTED RESISTANCE TO PROPOSALS ORIGINATED BY 
RADICALS, WHERE IT COMES FROM AND WHO LEADS IT. WE ARE 

ESPECIALLY INTERESTED IN EVIDENCE AS TO THE AWARENESS 
OF NACC MEMBERS OF U.S. SENSITIVITIES ON THESE ISSUES 
AND DEGREE TO WHICH RECENT U.S. ACTIONS ON NORTH-SOUTH 
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ECONOMIC QUESTIONS HAVE A BEARING ON NAC RESPONSIVENESS 
TO OUR SENSITIVITIES ON THESE ISSUES. WE WOULD ALSO 
LIKE TO KNOW ABOUT DECISIONS ON THE OFFICERS OF THE 
SUMMIT (PRESUMABLY THEIR COUNTRIES WILL CONSTITUTE 
NACC AFTER COLOMBO UNTIL 1979) AND ON NEW MEMBERS OF 
THE NAM. 

7. IN THE ECONOMIC AREA, SINCE ALGIERS WILL FOLLOW 
DIRECTLY AFTER UNCTAD SESSION IN NAIROBI, WE WILL BE 
INTERESTED IN OBTAINING REFLECTION OF RESULTS OF 
UNCTAD MEETING ON ATTITUDE OF NAC PARTICIPANTS TOWARD 
FORMULATION OF NAC ECONOMIC PROPOSALS AND DEGREE TO 
WHICH THEY INCLINE TOWARDS MODERATE OR CONFRONTATIONAL 
FORMULATIONS. FURTHER ANALYSIS OF ECONOMIC ISSUES 
FOLLOWS BY SEPTEL. 
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8. OTHER ADDRESSEES SHOULD, AS SOON AS THEY CAN OBTAIN 
IT, CABLE DEPARTMENT INFO ALGIERS AND USUN LIST OF HOST 
COUNTRY'S DELEGATION TO NACC TOGETHER WITH ANY 
SUGGESTIONS AS TO WHICH DELEGATION MEMBERS MIGHT BE 
USEFUL TO CONTACT. 

9. ADDRESSEES SHOULD ALSO BE ALERTED TO RETURN OF 
NACC DELEGATIONS AND TO EARLY OPPORTUNITIES TO 
DEBRIEFING THEM ON PRIORITY ISSUES OUTLINED IN PARAS 
1 AND 2. EMBASSY SHOULD INFO TO NACC CAPITALS 
SUMMARY SECTION OF ITS REPORTING CABLES ON NACC.
